This  report  gives  the  status  as  of 
September  1, 1980  of  59  rescission 
proposals  and  73  deferrals  contained  in 
the  first  twelve  special  messages  of  FY 
1980.  These  messages  were  transmitted 
to  the  Congress  on  October  1,  November 
15,  December  26, 1979,  January  28, 
February  20,  March  4,  April  16,  May  13, 
May  20,  June  18,  July  30,  and  August  27, 
1980. 

Rescissions  (Table  A  and  Attachment  A) 

Congressional  action  has  been 
completed  on  all  FY  1980  rescission 
proposals.  Table  A  summarizes  the 
status  of  rescissions  proposed  by  the 
President  as  of  September  1, 1980,  while 
Attachment  A  shows  the  history  and 
status  of  each  rescission  proposed 
during  FY  1980.  ^ 

Deferrals  (Table  B  and  Attachment  B) 

As  of  September  1, 1980,  $2,645.0 
million  in  1980  budget  authority  was 
being  deferred  from  obligation  and 
another  $10.0  million  in  1980  obligations 
was  being  deferred  from  expenditure. 
Table  B  summarizes  the  status  of 
deferrals  reported  by  the  President  as  of 
September  1, 1980,  while  Attachment  B 
shows  the  history  and  status  of  each 
deferral  reported  during  FY  1980.
